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Dear Sir: 

In October 1998, Lexmark Intemational, Inc. announced and released the Lexmark 
5770 Photo Inkjet Printer into the United States printer market. The Lexmark 5770 Photo 
Inkjet Printer was a stand-alone printer (i.e. no host device such as a computer was required) 
designed to print digital images captured by a digital camera directly from the removable 
storage medium of the digital camera. As with any printer on the market, occasionally there 
is a need to upgrade the operating system (firmware) to fix an error (bug) or add additional 
features. On a conventional, non-stand-alone printer, the firmware is usually upgraded 
through a computer connected to the printer and the new firmware is stored in the printer's 
non-volatile memory. Because the Lexmark 5770 Photo Inkjet Printer was a stand-alone 


printer, the Lexmark 5770 Photo Inkjet Printer had the capabiUty for a removable computer 
memory media to be inserted into the printer and the firmware contained on the removable 
computer memory media to be copied over to and stored on the non- volatile memory of the 
Lexmark 5770 Photo Inkjet Printer. After the new firmware had been stored in the non- 
volatile memory, the removable computer memory media is then removed and the Lexmark 
5770 Photo Inkjet printer's firmware has been upgraded.
